The kind heartedness of Mr. Taft 
snd his sincere, common sense sym- 
pathy with the unfortunates In this 
world has Just been brought to the at- 
tention of the blind In a peculiar way. 

Away up In the top of the Washing- 
ton monument, where tliousunds go to 
behold the beauties of the nations 
capital, the Columbia Polytechnic In- 
stitute, which seeks to make it |smsl- 
ble for the adult blind of the United 
States to rise above conditions of de- 
pendence by becoming self sustaining, 
placed on sale souvenir |swit cards 
manufactured by Its blind. 'Some sen- 
timental persons took the view that 
this was undignified und succeeded In 
having the superintendent of public 
buildings and grounds order the curds 
removed. F. K. Clouvelund. principal 
of the Institute, appealed to Mr. Taft, 
then secretary of war and within 
whose Jurisdiction came the office of 
public buildings and grounds. It took 
only a few words to convince the sec- 
retary that the blind should have the 
lieneflt of this privilege, and the cards 
were again placed on sale In the mon- 
ument 

“For this action." said Principal 
Cleavelnnd In discussing the incident. 
"Mr. Taft deserves the gratitude of 
every blind person, particularly the 
progressive blind, who are striving to 
help their less fortunate fellows." 



This Greenland Crsft Is a Most Diffi- 
-y suit Ons to Hsndls. 

There Is no ernft so difficult to han- 
dle as tho Eskimo kayak. The only 
b<£t familiar to na which In any way 
resembles It Is the racing shell, but If 
/'crack oarnman of one of our crack 
collegea were tied Into a kayak and 
told to ahlft for himself even In smooth 
water he woald have a bard time of It 

The kayak baa been evolved through 
hundreds of years of necessity. With- 
out It the Greenland Eskimos at least 
would not be able to provide tbelr dully 
bread, or. more properly- speaking, 
tbelr dally blubber. 

It Is singular that all tjie materials' 
used In the construction of the kayak 
come from the sea— driftwood for the 
frame, sealskin for the coverlug. 
thongs for the harpoon and dart. Ivory 
and bone for bow. atem and keel anil 
for tbe various Implements. The wom- 
en prephre tbe skin coverlug and 
stretch It over the frame till it Is as 
tight and Arm as the head of a drum. 
Ou such occasion there U great ex- 
citement In tbe community. A regular 
"kayak bee” Is held: even refreshments 
are not lacking, for the owner of the 
kayak treats to coffee all around when 
the work Is satisfactorily done. 

The completed l>ont Is p triumph of 
Ingenuity and skill. It is about eight- 
een feet loug. sharply pointed at each 
end. its’ greatest depth Is six Inches 
and Its width about eighteen. It Is 
entirely covered save for the little 
round hole Into which the owner slips 
pushing his feet underneath the skin 
deck tn front. 

Tills hole Is fitted to the person for 
whom the boat is designed, mid his 
thighs completely fill It up. When he 
is seated In it and his waterproof 
Jacket Is tied securely round the edge 
he Is able to defy the waves which 
wash over him or the rain which beats 
upon him. The six thong loops ar- 
ranged on tbe deck In front and the 
three or four . behind hold his Imple- 
ments— bird darts, lances, knives uud. 
most important of all. bis harpoon. A 
little stand Is arranged directly In front 
of him, upon which Is colled the har- 
poon line, and behind him on the 
kayak Is the harpoon bladder, which :•< 
attached. Inflated ready for use. to the 
line. 

The most export are apt sometimes 
to be overturned. It may lie by the 
attack of a walrus or evru a seal, by a 
cureless movement or an unexpected 
ly large wave. If ho does not right 
himself at once, lie Is Inevitably drown- 
ed unless a comrade comes to Ills as- 
sistance. Tbe usual method of turning 
the kayak upright again Is by using 
the puddle us a lever, holding It along 
the side of the boat, pointing it toward 
the boy, then sweeping ll through the 
water, but those who are thorn got.: 
proficient are able to do It by means of 
their throwing stick, tlielr arm or even 
their hand.

General Winfield S. Hancock, who 
was the Democratic nominee for pres- 
ident in 1880, declared the tariff was 
principally a “local question”— that la 
to say, a Pennsylvania Democrat 
might be a protectionist for protec- 
tion's sake, while a Democrat In Geor- 
giy or In Iowa might hold fast to the 
doctrine of a tariff for revenue only. 
The Massachusetts Democrat might be 
a free trader without reservation of 
any kind, while the West Virginia 
Democrat might be u free trader only 
with respect to commodities which 
were not produced by his own stute. 
General Hancock's pronouncement 
was considered an Ingenious evasion 
of the tariff Issue, but It did not pro- 
duce harmony In the Democratic par- 
ty, and the general was defeated. 

Twenty-eight years have passed 
since Geuernl Hancock defined tbe 
tariff as a local question upon which 
the Democrats of each stute were free 
to act with regard chiefly to local In- 
terests. The principle which he then 
formulated seems to have been adopt- 
ed by Democrats In the west in re- 
spect to the relation of the Democrat- 
ic party to the negro. I.aat week the 
West Virginia Democratic couveutlou 
emliodied In Its platform plauks de- 
manding certain qualifications for 
voters, designed to disfranchise many 
negroes. Tlielr platform also contains 
a declaration In favor of separate 
coaches for white and negro passen- 
gers on railroads. The West Virginia 
Democrats not only refuse to hold out 
the olive branch to the negro and In- 
vite him into their fold, but they are 
determined to limit his |Hilltlcal activi- 
ty by a disfranchising law and to 
bring him under the o|M-ratlou of a 
'Mini Crow" law when he travels on 
the railroads of that state. 

What Are the Promise*? 

Out In Nebraska aud lu K'unsus the 
Democratic campaign managers are 
organizing negro voters Into Bryan 
clubs. In Ohio no effort will be spared 
to Bt>cure the support of the negro 
voters for the Democratic national 
ticket. What pledges have Ism'ii given 
aud what Inducements Imve been of- 
fered docs not appear. But It is a fair 
Inference that the managers have 
promised to do "Houieihlng for the ne- 
gro." perhaps to recognize him in the 
distribution of offices. If Mr Bryan 
should be elected, and also to take 
such action as the ucgr<M a s may de- 
mand In respect to the reinstatement 
of the negro battalion dismissed from 
the army by President Roosevelt for 
the attack on Brownsville. Last week 
when the West Virginia Democrats 
were declaring for a disfranchisement 
law and for a "Jim Crow” law the 
Democratic convention In the Twelfth 
congressional district of Ohio adopted 
a platform favoring 'the enactment 
of laws which shall accord to all men 
accused of wrongdoing, whether sol- 
diers or civilians, a fair and Impartial 
trial aud nu opportunity to he heard 
before conviction or punishment. " 
This apparently refers to the Browns- 
ville incident. It may also have a 
broader meaning and a more extended 
application and may be susceptible of 
an Interpretation which will make 
southern l>cmncruts open tlielr eyes 
with amazement and possibly with ap- 
prehension. 

Race Question “Local Issue?' 

There seems to Is* no ground for rea- 
sonable doubt that the Democratic 
campaign managers In the west, lu the 
effort to secure negro support for tlielr 
miHoual ticket, are acting upon the 
principle that the race question is only 
a "local Issue." It Is evident that the 
south d ties not approve this plan of 
campaign, but Is powerless to check It. 
The Democracy fif the south Is In full 
accord with the position taken by the 
West Virginia Democrats last week 
And yet It is assumed by those who 
are trying to get negroes lo support 
Mr. Bryan that the south will act in 
hearty cn-operatinu with the Ohio. Ne- 
braska. Kansas and Illinois Democrats 
who are welcoming the negro Into free 
fellowship lu the Democratic party 
ami probably promising to annul the 
decision of President Roosevelt in the 
Brownsville matter. The theory of 
western Democrats that the race prob- 
lem is merely a local Issue Is calcu- 
lated to give the south much concern 
Many Democrats In that section may 
question whether It Is worth while to 
elect n Democratic president who may 
open wide the door of political oppor- 
tunity to the negro.

Tha Earth and the Mcon. 

ft- As the original earth nebula con- 
densed the lighter materials were dis- 
tributed quite uniformly over the en- 
tire surface, buf these are now miss- 
ing from one hemisphere, the reason 
deeming to lie, ns Professor (J. II. Dar- 
win demonstrated lu 187b. that a por- 
tion of the earth's crust has lieen 
thrown off by tidal action, forming tho 

’ moon. The surface density of the 
present continents Is nbout 2.7. the 
mean density of the muon appearing 
to be 3.4, or not far from that of the 
missing continents to the depth reach- 
ed. The moon. It Is computed, equals 
« mass having the surface area of the 
terrestrlul oceans and n depth of llilij 
ty-alx miles, and It Is concluded that 
the crust when thlrt.v-sl^ miles thick 
must huve been torn away over three- 
fourths of the earth, the remainder 
breaking npart to form the eastern and 
western continents, with Australia and 
other Islands. These continental tin-1 
island fragments floated like great Ice 
floes on liquid materials of a density 
of 3.7 or more. This great rupture 
gave the earth's surface Its chief Irreg 
ulurlties, with a mean difference of 
three miles lietween the levels of the 
continental plateaus uml the ocean 
lieds, and as the wuter condensed In 
Jhe cooling depressions, with the Pa- 
cific where most of the uioou had 
liooii, the dry land was formed that 
has made humuii life possible. Wo 
may consider thut without this change 
the earth would be now In the condi- 
tion of Venus, with water over Its 
whole surface.

What a Ton of.Gold is Worth. 

On thhe first page of tne Sun Sunday 
morning at the top of the sixth column 
was a dispatch from Helena, Mont., ar 
—t-p the discovery of ore (gold, I 
suppose) $0 per cent pure worth $30,- 
000,000 a ton. Now, gold is worth $30 
a troy ounce. Its coinage value is 
$20 67. A pound avoirdupois equals 1 
ounces avoirdupois hut ouly 14 7-12 
ounces troy, the latter ounce being a 
little heavier than the former. A ton 
of pure gold (2,000 pounds avoirdupois 
oh 29, 166 ounces troy) is worth a littl 
over $583,000. A toil of ore 80 per 
cent pure would be worth a little over 
$466,000. This $30,000,000 is nearly 70 
times too much. Does the mine yield 
radium? 

This recalls a wild rumor that got 
Into circulation during the Boer war 
that President Kruger had left, tak- 
ing with him over a million sterling 
ln gold. 1 forget the exact sum nam 
but It would have weighed about 10 
tons. The report did not say wheth- 
er he carried it ln his waistcoat pock- 
et or in a suit case.

His death occurred 
on December 14. 1799. He was sixty- 
eight years of age. 

John Adams — He died from old age, 
having reached his ninety-first mile- 
stone. Through active mentally, he 
was nearly blind and unable to bold 
a pen steady enough towrlte. He past 
ed away without pain 011 July 4, 1826. 

Juines Mladison — He. too died of old 
age, and peacefully on July 28, 1836.

It would be extremely unkind to 
say that Mr. Bryan Is tickle in his 
political belief.

An elec- 
tion does not change principles: it 
only determines what principles shall 
for tho time being bo applied." 

In the North American Review, In 
the same month, Mr. Bryan recorded 
this declaration of faith: 

"To consider this election as de- 
risive of the money question would 
he as absurd as to have regarded the 
election of 1896 as decisive of the 
tariff question. It would be more 
reasonable to regard the late election 
ns conclusive upon the question of 
Imperialism or upon the trust ques- 
tion. both of which were discussed

“The Increased production of gold 
has lessened the strain upon gold,

Is Ills "Shall the People Rule?" 

Simply "a laical Issue?" 

Congressman Henry Sherman Bou- 
tell, of Chicago, commenting on Mr. 
Bryan's speech in Iowa, says: 

Mr. Bryan's question, "Shall the 
people rule?” implies that soigewhcrc 
in this country the people do not 
rule. The only States where the 
people do not rule are the States that 
are expected to give overwhelming 
majorities for the Democratic ticket. 
Perhaps Mr. Bryan thinks that his 
question is purely "a loral issue.” If 
he Is sincere, I challenge him to make 
a speech In Vicksburg, Miss., on 
"Government by the People.” Let 
him repeat one of his famous anti- 
imperialist speeches, simply changing 
three words, substituting “Mississip- 
pi" for "Philippines" and "black 
brothers" for "brown brothers."

American foreign policy. They re- 
quired also the services of a new 1 
school of American statesmen and 
diplomats, who should he construe- ! 
tive, self-reliant and capable of deal- 
ing with grave conditions In a man- 
ner creditable to the National honor 
aud Just to international Interests. 

Among the patriotic, broad-ipindcd 
statesmen whom this changed condi- 
tion of international affairs called 
into the service of the United States 
none has exerted so wide or so whole- 
some nil influence as William Howard 
Taft.

TAFT’S SETTLEMENT OF THE 

FRIARS’ LAND PROBLEM 



It makes the judicious grieve to 
observe that William JcaningW Bryan 
has. at the very outset of his cam- 
paign, stifled his voice-worn ■ cry of 
“Equal rights for all, special privi- 
leges to none.” Probably he is still 
solid for equal rights for all, but on 
the special privileges end of the prop- 
osition he has become a hopeless 
backslider, as a few plain facts will 
show. a 

Only a few weeks ago, for example, 
Mr. Bryan, aflame with unselfish de- 
sire that the Denver ticket should he 
elected, raised his voice In eloquent 
appeal for contributions to the Demo- 
cratic campaign fund. He candidly ad- 
mitted that money waa needed, but 
instead of appealing to all hands, re- 
gardless of personal Interest or voui- 
tion, he addressed his call to tne 
farmers alone. NoboCy else was In- 
vited to contribute The horny- 
handed agriculturist, however, was 
urgently requested to step forward 
and deposit his contribution with the 
gentlemanly collector about to pass 
the hat. Assurance was given that 
small contributions would be thank- 
fully received and that, if anybody 
chose to repeat, no offense woula b« 
taken. 

Tho whole proceeding was charac- 
teristic of the man who instituted It. 
The farmer farms the land nnd Bryan 
farms the farmer. But In this fright- 
ened appeal for money for cmnipalgn 
purposes Mr. Bryan has deliberately 
distinguished the farmers as a class 
hy themselves . and has granted to 
them the “special privilege" of con- 
tributing towards his electlou. Jus- 
tice to the farmers compels the state- 
ment that they have tndulged in no 
unseemly exultation over the special 
privilege thus conferred upon them. 
In fact, all accounts describe them 
as singularly reluctant to exercise the 
privilege at all. It Is clearly not their 
purpose to go Into the show business 
this year. 

Mr. Bryan's most amaziug propose' 
as a distributor of special privileges, 
however, appears In his scheme to 
compel the Governmont to guarantee 
hank deposits. The adoption of that 
plan would distinguish hank deposi- 
tors as a favored class, to Indemnify 
whose losses through dishonest banks 
all the rest of the people would be 
subject to taxation. Mr. Bryan being 
a man of large means, is. presumably, 
a bank depositor, and would there- 
fore be a member of this limited class 
to whom he proposes to award the 
special privilege of financial protec- 
tion at the expense of the massef wrho 
are in no way responsible for the dis- 
honesty of bank officials. Under that 
arrangement the failure of the banks 
in which Mr. Bryan carries deposits 
would impose a tax upon his less pros- 
perous neighbors to make good his 
losses. 

There is a definite purpose in Mr. 
Bryan's change of attitude on this 
question of special privileges, and It 
is manifestly supported by an acute 
regard for the interests of Number 
One. First, ho grants to the farmers 



In the whole story of Judge Taft's 
brilliant and useful career as jurist, 
executive and diplomat there Is no 
more creditable chapter than that de- 
voted to hts adjustment o.' the contro- 
versy concerning what were known as 
the “Friars' Lands" In the Philip- 
pines. ThoBe lands, consisting of 
some 300,000 acres of the most fer- 
tile soil in the islands, were held by 
priests of certain religious orders, but 
were occupied and farmed by native 
tenants, who complained that the 
rentals exacted by their clerical land- 
lords were excessive I’pon the with- 
drawal of Spanish authority from the 
Archipelago the Friars' Lands became 
the subject of earnest controversy. 
The farmer tenants contended that 
the property should lie taken from the 
priests and thrown >pen to purchase 
in small parcels by the actual occu- 
pants There was a demand, Indeed, 
for the confiscation of the property 
and the priests themselves, In their 
ignorance of American methods, were 
fearful hat such a course might be 
adopted. 

It became one of Mr. Taft's tasks 
to settle this serious dispute, and he 
accomplished it in a manner which 
not only greatly increased his own 
popularity and enlarged American 
prestige In tho islands, hut developed 
umong the clerical authorities and the 
tenant farmers a vastly more neigh- 
borly spirit, and a more harmonious 
community of interest than hnd ever 
existed before. Mr. Taft carefully In- 
vestigated all conditions relating to 
the Friars’ Lands. He consulted the 
clerical landlords, the higher church 
authorities and the tenant farmers. 
Then he went to Rome, where his 
proposals for an amicable adjustment 
of the controversy received the cor- 
dial approval of the papal authorities. 
The Friars' Lands were purchased for 
a sum approximating $7,000,000. 
Clerical landlordism censed and the 
property was divided into small par- 
cels and sold on easy terms to former 
tenants and others desirous of en- 
gaging in agriculture. 

The real Importance of this trans- 
action is appreciated only by those 
familiar with the manifold and deli- 
cate problems which have been en- 
countered In the work of Americaniz- 
ing the Philippines. The settlement 
of the affair by Mr. Taft removed per- 
manently a fruitful source of friction 
between the civil and the religious in- 
terests of the islands. It laid the 
foundation for kindlier relations und 
more Intimate eo-operatlon between 
the civil government and the author- 
ities of the rhurch. It set before the 
Filipinos a high example of Amcrlcau 
friendship and fair dealing which is 
hound to exert a wholesome moral 
and educational Influence for many 
years to come. In short, it may be 
said without exaggerating, that the 
adjustment of tho controversy over 
the Friars' Lands through the efforts 
of Mr. Taft has brought intq being an 
added safeguard for Christian Insti- 
tutions in the Philippines. 
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PARTY OF PERFORMANCE. 



The dignity of private citizenship, 
which he on joys to-day. Is in perfect 
accord with his temperament and in- 
clinallon. There never has been, nor 
will there ever he. anything in official 
honor sufficiently alluring to draw 
Mr. Taft away from his lifelong iden- 
tity with the plain people. 

As a hoy in Cincinnati he was ready 
to give and take in all the stirring 
controversies, mental and physical, 
which give effect to the law of the 
survival of the fittest. As a student 
at Yale he displayed all the qualities 
of wholesome young manhood which 
have made lhat university famous, 
and the endearing traits of his char- 
acter were honored at the reunion of 
his class during tin* recent summer 
hy a celebration more delightful to 
him. perhaps, than any other demon- 
stration of public favor possibly 
could he. 

In the- frank, fearless manly boy- 
hood and college life of William How- 
ard Taft there was the promise of an 
earnest, generous, upright manhood. 
That promise has beep completely 
and splendidly fulfilled. The serious 
affairs of life appealed irresistibly to 
the young collegian after his gradua- 
tion. aud at tho early age of twenty- 
four lie appeared as Assistant Solic- 
itor In his home county. 

Mr. Taft’s professional advance- 
ment from Ihe position of Superior 
Court Judge and Solicitor General to 
a seat on ihe bench of the United 
States District Court whs due- solely 
to a frank recognition of his proved 
integrity. Ills diligence and impartial- 
ity In the administration of justice 
aud his loyally to the loftiest stand- 
ards of judicial conduct. It is said 
of him hy one who. as a lawyer, knew 
him well: "He was the gentlest, fair- 
est and most upright of all Judges be- 
fore whom I have practiced. He was 
as Incapable of doing an unkind or an 
unjust thing as snow is of turning 
into soot.” 

It Is, however, tn his career since 
his voluntary — though reluctant — re- 
tirement front the bench that wo shall 
find tho most remarkable evolutions 
In Mr. Taft's development as an 
American statesman. 

The country had gone through an 
unsought war. the successful outcome 
of which imposed new and enormous 
responsibilities upon the National 
Government, and placed the United 
States in the attitude of a first class 
power, obliged to face the perils of 
permanent contact with Old World 
nationalities. Momentous problems 
arose — partly racial, purtly religious, 
partly constitutional — all complex 
and urgent.
